Widows Urged to Check 
Social Security Early

During the pastyrar. tuo nut 
nf ever)' three young widows in 
the South Ray area did not find 
nut that they could collect 
monthly social security ben­ 
efits for themselves and their 
children until sometime ifterj  
their husband's death. Miles 
Davts. social security district 
manager, said today. ! 

Most of them did get to the 
Torrance social security office 
before any benefits were lost." 
Davls said "But the surprising 
thing Is that .so many young 
wives are not even aware that 
social security provides protec^ 
lion for the family If the hus­ 
band and father dies and this 
protection is worth as much a* 
175.000 to f 100.000 to an individ­ 
ual family In a number of 
(iisos, the funeral director sug­ 
gested that the widow get in 
touch with the social security 
office. In others, (he visit to 
the social security office Mas 
made In the faint hope, rather 
than the expectation, thai pay­ 
ments could be made to the 
family."

SOCIAL, security survivors 
benefits are now in their 30th 
year. Pavis pointed out. Over 
the years since January, IMO. 
when the first monthly checks 
were mailed out. more than 
$234 billion has been paid to 
young widows and children. 
About 95 out of 100 mothers 
and children are protected 
right now if the family bread­ 
winner should die, he noted.

should take account of social 
security benefits in its (man- 
n.il planning. Kvery youngj 
husband should make sure that 
his wife knows that social se­ 
curity is not jusl retirement 
insurance, but that in case of | 
his death, social security will| 
also provide an income for her; 
and the children until the fami­ 
ly's grown

When a father   or a work­ 
ing mother   dies, monthly 
benefits can IK* paid lo the dill- 
drenat least until they are IB,

or up until age £. if they con­ 
tinue in school and remain un- 
married

PAYMENTS are made to 
their mother, too. while any of 
the children under 1!) are In

her care. Their benefits are 
based on the worker's work un­ 
der social security. Divts said, 
and a family may qualify if the 
worker had social security 
credit for is little as a year 
and a half of work in the three

years before his death. The 
amount of a family's benefits 
depends upon the worker's av­ 
erage earnings under social se­ 
curity and the number of 
people In the family. Payments 
range from a minimum of 
IK.50 per month for a widow 
and one child to $434.40 per 
month.

A booklet. "Social Security 
for Young Families." Is avail­ 
able free of charge from the 
Torrance social security off let. 
Davls said. It describes the 
sun-Ivors benefits that are

payable when a worker dies 
and also the disability benefits 
that can he paid to him and tn 
hi.s dependents if he becomes 
unable to work for 12 month.- 
or more.

for a copy by mail or by phone.
